Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
the  Joint  Committee,  for  the  year  1925. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  now  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  Forty-sixth  Annual  Report  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Combined  Sanitary  Districts  of  Craven. 

This  preliminary  report  to  the  Joint  Committee,  written  on  the  same  lines  as 
heretofore,  is  a brief  summary  of  matters  affecting  the  district  as  a whole.  Further 
details,  and  other  items  of  local  interest  will  be  dealt  with  in  the  reports  presented  to 
each  of  the  nine  Local  Authorities. 

Sanitary  Progress. — Progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  as  the  result  of  routine 
inspection,  such  as  sanitary  improvements  and  the  abatement  of  insanitary  conditions  found, 
and  the  prevention  and  limitation  of  the  spread  of  infectious  disease. 

Fair  progress  has  been  made  in  New  Housing  in  several  of  the  districts,  also  in 
reconstruction  of  old  property,  in  the  improvement  of  existing  Dairies  and  Cowsheds,  and 
under  the  New  Meat  Regulations.  Two  Public  Inquiries,  under  the  Ministry  have  been 
held  for  Water  Supply  improvement  and  extension  and  the  provision  of  a Cemetery,  and 
sanction  given  to  loans  amounting  to  £6,540.  Details  of  these  will  appear  in  the  local 
reports. 

Dr.  Pearce,  who  had  been  asked  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  enquire  into  the 
working  of  the  different  Combined  Districts  in  the  country,  visited  and  inspected  all  my 
districts  between  September  and  November  last.  He  appeared  pleased  with  the  methods 
adopted,  and  the  amount  of  work  done,  but  considered  that  in  two  of  the  large  Rural 
Districts  that  they  were  understaffed  to  cope  with  the  requirements  of  recent  legislation, 
and  suggested  improved  means  of  transit  to  cover  the  large  areas  involved. 

The  statistics  for  the  year  1925  for  the  whole  district  are  as  follows  : — Birth  Rate, 
14 -6,  as  against  15*4  last  year;  Death  Rate,  12*7,  as  against  14*5  last  year;  Infant 
Mortality,  48*6  per  1000  births,  as  compared  with  75*3  last  year;  Zymotic  Rate,  0*2,  as 
against  0*3  per  1000  living;  and  old-age  percentage,  53*7,  as  against  47*7. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  lower  than  it  has  been  since  1919.  The  general  Death  Rate  is  lower 
than  in  the  previous  three  years.  The  Infant  Mortality  is  the  lowesst  upon  record.  The 
Zymotic  Rate  is  equal  to  the  lowest  recorded,  and  5 districts  are  without  a Zymotic  Rate, 
while  the  Old  Age  percentage  is  the  highest  ever  recorded,  and  reaches  over  50  per  cent, 
in  no  less  than  six  out  of  the  9 districts. 
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For  comparison,  the  provisional  rates  for  all  England  and  Wales  are  given  at  the  foot 
of  Table  Y.  at  end  of  the  report.  The  rates  are  calculated  on  an  estimate  of  population 
given  by  the  Registrar  General. 

The  year  1925  has  been  another  wet  one,  the  fourth  in  succession,  but  again  with  unusual 
meteorological  conditions — see  notes  at  the  end  of  the  report — and  on  the  whole  has  been  a 
healthy  one.  There  were  197-7  more  hours  of  sunshine  than  in  1924. 

The  following  matters  have  reference  to  the  district  as  a whole : 

Hospital  Provision — Keighley  and  Bingley  Joint  Hospital  .-—During  the  past  year 
the  following  cases  were  admitted  from: — Keighley  Borough — Scarlet  Fever  185,  Diphtheria 
16,  Enteric  Fever  4,  Polio  Encephalitis  1 ; Bingley  Urban — Scarlet  Fever  32,  Diphtheria  5, 
Polio  Encephalitis  1,  Erysipelas  1,  Influenzal;  Keighley  Rural — Scarlet  Fever  4,  Diphtheria 
3,  Enteric  Fever  1 ; Oakiuurth  Urban — Scarlet  Fever  15,  Diphtheria  1;  Haworth  Urban — 
Scarlet  Fever  8,  Diphtheria  3;  and  Oxenhope  Urban — Diphtheria  4.  Total,  285;  as 
compared  with  194  in  1924,  149  in  1923,  and  160  in  1922. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  at  Morton  Banks  was  transferred  for  use  as  a Sanatorium  for 
Tuberculosis  in  1910,  provision  being  made  at  Upper  Heights  Farm,  near  Stanbury,  in  the 
Oakworth  Urban  District,  in  the  event  of  any  case  arising  in  the  Joint  Board’s  District, 
and  this  has  fortunately  not  been  required  this  year.  Amended  plans,  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  were  approved  by  the  Joint  Hospital  Board,  and  a new  pavilion 
providing  accommodation  for  12  patients,  with  the  necessary  adjuncts  in  the  way  of 
lavatories,  &c.,  was  erected  in  1922,  and  this  has  been  ready  for  occupation  if  necessary. 
The  existing  buildings  were  altered  to  provide  bedroom  for  staff,  kitchen,  laundry,  &c.,  as 
well  as  discharge  blocks. 

Joint  Smallpox  Hospital. — A scheme  was  suggested  by  the  County  Council  for  the 
provision  of  a small  hospital  to  serve  a large  area,  comprising  the  Barnoldswick,  Earby, 
Silsden  and  Skipton  Urban ; and  the  Bowland,  Settle,  Skipton,  and  Pateley  Bridge  Rural 
Districts,  to  be  erected  in  some  position  reasonably  accessible  to  the  populous  portions  of 
these  districts,  and  to  avoid  the  expense  of  each  providing  their  own  accommodation. 

An  Order  for  constituting  a Hospital  (Smallpox)  District  under  ‘'The  Isolation 
Hospitals  Acts,  1893  and  1901,”  was  applied  for  by  above  Districts  and  the  County  Council 
after  Inquiry  granted  the  Order  on  March  31st,  1921,  to  come  into  operation  on  July  1st, 
1921.  Subsequently  a meeting  of  the  Committee  of  16  members  was  held,  and  Mr.  W.  R.  G. 
Farey,  of  Skipton,  was  appointed  Chairman,  and  Mr.  M.  R.  Knowles,  Clerk. 

In  1923  an  offer  was  made  of  a site  selected  above  Airton,  in  the  Settle  Rural 
District,  which  is  very  centrally  situated  for  the  proposed  area,  and  has  a good  approach 
road  and  an  available  water  supply  on  the  spot.  A provisional  agreement  was  made  for  its 
purchase  with  the  Vendor,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  site  by  the  County  Council  and 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  an  architect  was  appointed  to  prepare  plans  and  estimates  for 
a Hospital  having  an  initial  accommodation  for  20  beds,  with  provision  for  extension  if 
necessary.  The  West  Riding  County  Council  held  their  Inquiry  into  the  suitability  of  this 
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site  on  May  28th,  1923,  at  which  there  was  considerable  local  opposition  to  the  scheme 
chiefly  on  sentimental  grounds.  A subsequent  Inquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry,  under 
Dr.  J.  R.  Hutchinson,  on  August  22nd,  1923,  when  application  was  made  for  sanction  to  a 
loan  of  £240  for  the  purchase  of  the  site.  A determined  opposition  was  again  made  and 
subsequently  a reply  was  received  from  the  Ministry  suggesting  that  a more  suitable  site 
might  be  obtained. 

In  1924  a fresh  site  wTas  offered  by  Mr.  Booth  the  owner  of  a field  situated  on  high 
land  at  the  edge  of  the  moor  between  Addingham  and  Silsden.  I inspected  this  site  along 
with  the  Commitee.  It  is  thoroughly  isolated,  but  very  exposed  and  open  to  all  the  winds 
of  heaven,  there  being  no  shelter  from  any  point.  The  field  is  crossed  diagonally  by  the 
Bradford  Corporation’s  water  conduit  from  Barden,  and  they  would  offer  no  opposition  if  the 
committee  consented  to  take  their  water  supply,  which  is  the  only  available  source,  per 
meter  at  a cost  of  l/la  per  1000  gallons,  on  a lease  of  20  years  only.  This  water  would 
require  to  be  pumped  for  hospital  purposes.  An  approach  road  from  the  main  road  would 
have  to  be  laid — to  the  site — a distance  of  about  600  yards,  but  this  wTould  not  be  a 
deterrent  expense.  The  County  Council  was  informed  of  the  offer  and  asked  for  the 
usual  requisitions  and  estimates,  and  the  Committee  instructed  their  architect,  Mr.  Hartley 
and  Mr.  Rodwell,  Surveyor,  to  report  upon  this,  and  those  were  forwarded  with  block  plans 
to  Wakefield. 

The  Silsden  Urban  District  Council  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  oppose  the 
application.  The  hospital  if  erected  here  would  not  be  suitable  for  use  for  other  purposes 
if  empty,  on  account  of  its  exposed  situation. 

On  account  of  the  conditions  named  above  I am  of  opinion  that  this  site  would  not 
meet  with  the  approval  of  either  the  County  Council,  or  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Skipton  Joint  Hospital. — At  Snaygill,  Skipton,  during  the  year  1925  the  following 
cases  have  been  admitted  (60  in  all  as  compared  with  97  last  year,  82  in  1923,  and  45  in 
1922).  Skipton  Urban — Scarlet  Fever  12,  Diphtheria  21.  Skipton  Rural — Scarlet  Fever 
14,  Diphtheria  2,  Enteric  Fever  1.  Silsden  Urban — Scarlet  Fever  10. 

Settle  Isolation  Hospital,  at  Harden  Bridge,  Austwick ; There  were  2 cases  remain- 
ing in  the  hespital  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  During  1925  the  following  were  admitted  ; 
Scarlet  Fever  51,  Diphtheria  5,  Enteric  Fever,  1 ; total  57,  as  compared  with  17,  8,  37,  28, 
60,  32,  48,  41,  10,  22,  42,  97,  and  107  in  previous  years.  29  of  the  scarlet  fever  cases  came 
from  Bentham.  2 cases  were  admitted  from  Sedbergh  by  agreement. 

Sedbergh  Isolation  Hospital,  at  Frostrow,  Sedbergh.  This  small  hospital  for  4 beds, 
plans  of  which  were  passed  in  1900,  was  completed  in  1911.  During  1925  it  was  used  for 
the  isolation  of  4 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

Bacteriological  Diagnosis. — This  work  is  carried  on  in  the  West  Riding  Laboratory 
at  Wakefield,  under  Dr.  J.  R.  Kaye  and  his  assistants.  There  have  been  in  all  63  test 
results  returned  to  me  this  year,  as  compared  with  17  last  year,  70  in  1923,  44  in  1922,  107 
in  1921,  691  in  1920,  150  in  1919,  227  in  1918,  65  in  1917,  45  in  1916,  97  in  1915,  91  in 
1914,  78  in  1913,  202  in  1912,  234  in  1911,  367  in  1910,  136  in  1909,  310  in  1908, 
78  in  1907,  119  in  1906,  173  in  1905,  83  in  1904,  191  in  1903,  and  169  in  1902.

Specimens  were  examined  during  the  year  from  the  following  Isolation  Hospitals  : — Skipton,  57  ; Settle,  49. 


National  Iusurance  Act : Provision  of  Sanatoria,  &c. — A complete  scheme  of 
embracing  Institutional,  that  is,  Sanatorium  and  Dispensary  Treatment,  together  with 
Domicilary  treatment,  was  adopted  by  the  West  Biding  County  Council,  and  included  the 
provision  of  a Sanatorium  with  300  beds,  and  numerous  Dispensaries  and  Branch  Dispen- 
saries and  Visiting  Stations  in  various  parts  of  the  Riding.  A Tuberculosis  Expert  and 
several  assistants  were  appointed,  and  Dispensary  work  commenced  in  various  existing 
premises  selected  for  the  purpose.  The  County  Council  send  many  cases  entited  to 
“ Sanatorium  Benefit  to  existing  Sanatoria  and  Hospitals  by  arrangement.  The  total 
accommodation  is  shown  as  follows  : —

The  question  of  providing  further  accommodation  is  receiving  the  consideration  of 
the  West  Riding  Tuberculosis  Committee  and  is  being  gradually  extended. 
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Morton  Banks  Sanatorium. 


Hospital  at  Morton  Banks. — Permission  was  given  in  1910  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  to  the  Keighley  Joint  Hospital  Board  to  adapt  the  Smallpox  Hospital  at  Morton 
Banks,  in  the  Keighley  Rural  District,  to  the  purposes  of  a Sanatorium  for  consumption. 
There  is  accommodation  provided  for  60  beds,  each  patient  having  a residence  of  not  less 
than  three  months’  duration.  Since  September,  1912,  this  Institution  has  been  used  as 
a Sanatorium  for  insured  persons  sent  by  the  County  Council  from  other  parts  of  the  Riding. 
It  is  being  used  for  females  only.  The  numbers  admitted  have  been  as  follows : — During 
1912,  85  cases ; in  the  subsequent  years,  151,  206,  205,  120,  135,  95,  126,  149,  129,  87,  102 
and  122.  During  1925,  124  cases  were  admitted  as  follows :

In  1922  the  erection  of  a new  Administrative  Block  was  completed  and  opened,  and 
the  old  ward  blocks  re-arranged  and  improved,  increasing  the  accommodation  to  62  beds 
and  cots. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries. — Branch  Dispensaries  were  opened  in  1913  by  the  West 
Riding  County  Council,  at  Keighley,  Skipton  and  Settle  (since  closed  on  account  of  small 
attendances),  at  various  dates,  and  I have  to  thank  Dr.  E.  Allan  Wilson,  the  District 
Tuberculosis  Officer-in-charge,  for  the  following  statement  of  the  work  carried  out  at  these, 
with  respect  to  cases  which  have  attended  from  this  district  during  1925. 

During  the  year  1925,  184  patients  from  this  district  have  attended  at  Tuberculosis 
Dispensaries  for  advice  and  treatment,  as  compared  with  175  in  1824,  125  in  1923,  143  in 
1922,  and  119  in  1921.  About  the  same  number  of  suspected  patients  have  been  examined 
as  last  year. 
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As  in  previous  years  the  results  of  treatment  vary  considerably  according  to  the  stage 
of  the  disease  in  which  they  are  first  seen,  the  results  being  quite  satisfactory  in  the  early 
cases  and  unsatisfactory  in  those  with  advanced  disease,  some  of  whom  were  only  seen  a 
few  weeks  before  death  occurred.  In  a large  proportion  of  the  advanced  cases  no  doctor  had 
seen  the  patient  until  the  chances  of  improvement  were  hopeless.  When  it  is  remembered 
that  these  advanced  cases  are  generally  the  most  infectious,  especially  to  children,  one  realises 
that  a good  deal  of  more  or  less  preventable  infection  is  constantly  occurring.  If  the  public 
realised  more  generally  that  consumption  in  its  early  stages  is  frequently  curable,  that 
patients  who  were  under  treatment  many  years  ago  have  got  well  and  kept  so,  perhaps  there 
would  not  be  so  much  fear  of  consulting  a doctor  when  the  first  suspicious  symptons  arise. 
If  the  suspicions  proves  ungrounded  no  harm  has  been  done;  if  disease  be  present 
there  is  more  chance  of  recovery  than  many  months  later.  Considerable  co-operation 
between  the  dispensary  and  the  general  practitioners  has  taken  place,  and  every  endeavour  to 
assist  the  doctors  is  being  made.  In  every  case  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
during  the  year  attempts  have  been  made  to  get  into  touch  with  the  patients,  and  offer  them 
advice  and  assistance,  but  this  is  saved  in  those  cases  where  the  medical  attendant  himself 
notifies  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

The  Tuberculosis  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  have  rendered  the  greatest  assistance 
in  advising  patients  and  their  families  as  to  the  carrying  out  of  treatment  and  preventing 
the  spread  of  infection.  Unfortunately  the  deficiency  and  inadequacy  of  housing  continues 
to  militate  against  the  progress  of  patients,  and  overcrowding  remains  a factor  in  the  spread 
of  disease.  Until  considerable  improvement  in  housing  occurs  Tuberculosis  will  continue 
to  be  unnecessarily  prevalent,  and  a good  deal  of  money  and  time  spent  in  treatment  be 
wasted.  Difficulty  also  continues  in  finding  suitable  light,  open-air  employment  for  many 
cases  where  the  disease  is  quiescent  or  partially  arrested.  During  the  year  fourteen  patients 
have  been  sent  to  Sanatorium,  and  eight  cases  to  a Tuberculosis  Hospital  to  prevent  further 
spread  of  infection,  and  provide  them  with  suitable  nursing  and  comfort.

Notification  of  Births  Acts,  1907. — The  W.R.  County  Council  organised  a combined 
nursing  scheme  for  the  Riding,  to  embrace  Birth  Notification,  School  Nurses  and  Health 
Visitors,  in  conjunction,  where  possible  with  District  Nursing  Associations.  Nurses  have 
been  appointed  in  all  the  districts  in  this  Combination,  and  most  of  them  commenced  work 
at  various  dates  in  September  and  October,  1914. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. — A Child  Welfare  Centre  was  started  at  Skipton,  by 
the  County  Council  on  April  22nd,  1920.  The  meetings  are  now  held  weekly  at  the  Water 
Street  School,  in  charge  of  Nurse  Hardisty,  and  a committee  of  ladies.  Other  Welfare  Centres 
were  previously  started  at  Settle,  Giggleswick  and  Langcliffe,  the  work  is  being  done  by  the 
Local  District  Nursing  Association  in  co-operation  with  the  County  Council  Nursing 
Scheme.  Medical  inspection  of  the  babies  attending  the  Centre  is  arranged  fortnightly,  by 
the  local  doctors  in  turn.  A small  Maternity  Home  was  provided  in  1919,  which  was 
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doing  splendid  work,  was  unfortunately,  given  up.  The  Centre  at  Glusburn  and  Crosshills, 
in  the  Skipton  Rural  Distract,  has  continued  good  work  under  Nurse  Bailey,  with  the 
assistance  of  a Ladies’  Committee.  The  same  arrangement  holds  at  Silsden,  with  Nurse 
Stoddart  in  charge.  A similar  scheme  is  in  operation  at  Haworth,  in  the  Worth  Valley, 
with  Nurse  Mitchell  and  a Ladies’  Committee.  Further  details  will  be  given  in  the  local 
reports. 

Midwives  Act. — The  administration  of  the  Midwives’  Act  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
County  Council,  which  is  the  Local  Supervising  Authority. 

Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children. — The  West  Riding  County  Council  in  Sep- 
tember, 1908,  appointed  ten  whole-time  officers  to  undertake  this  work  throughout  the 
Administrative  County.  Dr.  Lindsay  is  in  charge  of  Schools  in  this  district. 

Notification  Returns  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  County  Council,  &c. — I have 
made  weekly  returns  of  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  in  each  district  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  through  the  Registrar  General,  and  to  the  County  Council. 

Transferable  Deaths. — -All  transferable  deaths  are  sent  by  the  Registrar  General, 
quarterly,  through  the  County  Medical  Officer  to  me.  These  are  dealt  with  by  excluding 
all  deathe  which  occurred  in  the  district  not  belonging  thereto,  and  including  those  which 
have  occurred  elsewhere  belonging  to  the  district,  and  allocating  them  to  their  respective 
districts. 

The  Registrar  General  has  also  sent  a complete  return  of  the  births  and  deaths  for 
each  district,  classified  as  to  disease  and  sex,  but  not  according  to  age  period.  The  return, 
however,  was  not  received  until  March  17th,  1926. 

Venereal  Diseases. — -A  Clinic  for  the  purpose  was  opened  by  the  County  Council  at 
the  Victoria  Hospital,  Keighley,  held  twice  a week.  I have  to  thank  Dr.  A.  W.  Frew,  who 
is  in  charge  from  Wakefield,  for  the  following  return  for  the  year  1925,  from  my  district : —

PREVALENCE  OP  ZYMOTIC  DISEASE. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889,  which  was  adopted  at  various  dates 
by  the  different  Authorities  in  the  Combination,  is  in  force  throughout  the  whole  district. 
“Acute  Poliomyelitis”  and  “ Cerebro- Spinal  Fever”  were  made  notifiable  in  1912,  and 
“Ophthalmia  Neonatorum”  at  the  beginning  of  1914.  Under  the  Public  Health  (Acute 
Encephalitis  Lethargica  and  Acute  Polio  Encephalitis)  Regulations,  1918,  these  diseases 
became  notifiable.  Measles  and  German  Measles,  the  notification  of  which  came  into 
force  on  January  1st,  1916,  ceased  to  be  notifiable  on  December  31st,  1919. 

Under  these  various  heads  the  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  which 
came  to  my  knowledge  during  1925,  were  226,  as  compared  with  196  last  year,  157  in  1923, 

161  in  1922,  235  in  1921,  298  in  1920,  199  in  1919,  156  in  1918,  175  in  1917,  194  in  1916, 

245  in  1915,  289  in  1914,  469  in  1913,  456  in  1912,  428  in  1911,  420  in  1910,  656  in  1909, 

552  in  1908,  383  in  1907,  379  in  1906,  360  in  1905,  349  in  1904,  458  in  1903,  600  in  1902, 

888  in  1901,  and  976  in  1900. 

Smallpox. — No  case  of  Smallpox  was  notified  during  the  year,  but  several  shipboard 
contacts  were  notified  by  Port  Officers  and  visited  and  kept  under  observation. 

Scarlet  Fever. — One  death  was  returned  from  this  disease,  as  compared  with  2 last 
year,  3 in  1923,  1 in  1922,  0 in  1921,  3 in  1920,  2 in  1919,  1 each  in  1918  and  1917,  0 in 
1916,  4 each  in  1915  and  1914,  7 in  1913,  11  in  1912,  and  2 in  1911.  In  all  153  cases  were 
notified,  as  compared  with  138  last  year,  and  103,  91,  114,  174,  116,  59,  88,  106,  135,  177, 
240,  312,  276,  234,  478,  306,  226,  213,  188,  227,  261,  349,  537,  and  745  in  preceding  years. 
They  were  distributed  as  follows  : — Sedbergh  Rural  29,  Settle  Rural  52,  Skipton  Rural  14, 
Keighley  Rural  6,  Skipton  Urban  14,  Silsden  Urban  10,  Oakworth  Urban  17,  and  Haworth 
Urban  11.  Of  these,  72  were  males  and  81  females,  26  were  under  and  127  over  five  years 
of  age. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup. — Four  deaths  was  returned  under  this  head,  as 
compared  with  3,  1,  2,  3,  3,  5,  8,  5,  7,  4,  1,  5,  7,  15,  9,  9, 13,  8,  5,  5,  22,  and  34  in  preceding 
years.  In  all  46  cases  were  notified  as  such,  as  compared  with  39,  31,  40,  91,  89,  62,  63, 57, 
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46,  53,  49,  59,  56,  81,  92,  86,  and  131  in  previous  years.  The  cases  occurred  as  follows : — 
Sedbergh  Rural  1,  Settle  Rural  2,  Skipton  Rural  5,  Keighley  Rural  7,  Skipton  Urban  23, 
Oakworth  Urban  1,  Haworth  Urban  3,  and  Oxenhope  Urban  4.  Of  these,  19  were  males 
and  27  females ; 10  were  under  and  36  over  five  years  of  age. 

Enteric  Fever. — No  death  was  returned  from  this  cause,  as  compared  with  1,  1,  1,  0, 
0,  0,  1,  2,  2,  1,  3,  1,  4,  7,  2,  4,  and  6 in  previous  years.  Three  cases  were  notified,  viz. : — 
1 each  in  the  Settle  Rural,  Skipton  Rural,  and  Keighley  Rural  Districts.  1 was  a male 
and  2 females,  and  all  over  5 years  of  age. 

Continued  Fever. — No  case  was  notified  as  “ Continued  Fever.” 

Puerperal  Fever. — One  case  was  returned  in  the  Settle  Rural  District. 

Erysipelas. — No  death  was  registered  from  this  cause.  There  were  15  cases  notified, 
as  against  11,  13,  16,  15,  20,  16,  27,  19,  27,  43,  45,  53,  60,  and  78  in  preceding  years.  They 
were  distributed  as  follows: — Sedbergh  Rural  1,  Settle  Rural  6,  Skipton  Rural  5,  and 
Haworth  Urban  3.  Of  these,  10  were  males  and  5 females,  1 under  and  14  over  5 
years  of  age. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. — No  case  of  this  disease  was  notified. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. — One  case  was  notified  in  the  Sedbergh  Rural  District  (male 
1 year  and  3 months. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica.  — Two  deaths  were  returned  from  this  cause,  1 in  the  Settle 
Rural  District  (M.  49)  and  1 in  the  Haworth  Urban  District  (M.  9).  One  other  case  was 
notified  in  the  Skipton  Rural  District  (M.  56). 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.— Four  cases  were  notified,  1 in  Settle  Rural,  1 in  Keighley 
Rural,  and  2 in  Skipton  Urban. 

Measles. — Seven  deaths  were  returned  from  this  cause,  as  follows : 1 in  the  Skipton 
Rural,  2 in  Keighley  Rural,  3 in  Skipton  Urban,  and  1 in  Haworth  Urban.  This  disease 
ceased  to  be  notifiable  at  the  end  of  1919. 

Whooping  Cough. — Four  deaths  only  were  registered  from  this  cause,  as  compared 
with  16  last  year.  These  took  place,  1 in  Settle  Rural,  1 in  Skipton  Rural,  2 in  Skipton 
Urban.  Whooping  cough  is  not  notifiable. 

Diarrhoea  (under  2 years). — Only  3 deaths  were  returned  under  this  head,  1 each 
in  the  Skipton  Rural  and  Keighley  Rural,  and  Haworth  Urban. 

Influenza. — Twenty-six  deaths  attributed  to  Influenza  as  compared  with  67,  22,  30, 
18,  95,  and  179  in  previous  years.  These  occurred  as  follows:  Sedbergh  Rural,  3 ; Settle 
Rural,  10  ; Skipton  Rural,  6 : Skipton  Urban,  6 ; and  Haworth  Urban,  1. 

Pneumonia  (all  forms). — Thirty-five  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  from  Sed- 
bergh Rural,  1 : Settle  Rural,  11;  Skipton  Rural,  5;  Keighley  Rural,  3;  Skipton  Urban,  10; 
and  Oakworth  Urban,  5. 

Details  of  the  various  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  will  appear  in  the  local  reports. 
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Table  showing  cases  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
diseases  included  in  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889,  &c.

Schools  Closed. — The  following  Schools  were  closed  in  consequence  of  the  prevalence 
of  infectious  disease  among  the  pupils,  with  a view  to  checking  its  spread : — 

For  Measles. — In  the  Settle  Rural  District — The  Horton-in-Ribblesdale  School 
in  September  and  the  Helwith  Bridge  School  in  November.  In  the  Skipton  Rural 
District — The  Addingham  Council  Mixed  and  Infant  School  in  February,  the  Glusburn 
Council  (Infant)  School  in  March,  the  Kildwick  National  School  in  March,  the  Cowling 
Infant  School  in  May,  and  the  Embsay  National  Infant  School  in  November.  In  the 
KEIGHLEY  Rural  District  the  Eastburn  Council  School,  and  both  the  Sutton  Schools  in 
February.  In  the  SKIPTON  URBAN  District — The  Christ  Church  Infant  School  in  October, 
the  Brougham  Street  Infant  School  in  November,  and  the  Water  Street  School  and  the 
Skipton  National  (Infant  Classes)  in  December.  In  the  Silsden  Urban  District — The 
Aire  View  School  in  February.  In  the  OAKWORTH  URBAN  District — The  Laycock  Council 
in  March.

For  Chicken  Pox. — It  the  SETTLE  Rural  District — The  Long  Preston  Endowed 
School  in  March.  In  the  Skipton  Rural  District — The  Carleton  Endowed  (Infant) 
School  in  November. 
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For  Influenza. — This  disease  was  very  prevalent  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year, 
and  necessitated  the  closure  of  many  of  the  Schools.  In  the  SEDBERGH  Rural  District — 
The  Sedbergh  C.  E.  School,  the  Garsdale  C.  E.  School,  and  the  Cautley  and  Dowbiggin 
School  in  January,  and  the  Dent  National  School  in  February.  In  the  SETTLE  Rural 
District — The  Burton-in-Lonsdale  School,  the  Eldroth  School,  Chapel-le-Dale  School, 
Newby  School,  both  Ingleton  Schools,  both  Low  Bentham  Schools,  Rathmell  School, 
Helwith  Bridge  School,  Langcliffe  School  and  Hellified  School  in  January,  the  Settle  School 
in  February.  In  the  SKIPTON  Rural  District— The  Kildwick  Infant  Department,  the 
Cracoe  School  and  the  Addingham  C.E.  School  in  January,  the  Threshfield  School,  the  Cowl- 
ing School,  the  Bordley  C.  School,  the  Cononley  C.  School  and  the  Glusburn  C.  School 
in  February.  In  the  Keighley  Rural  District — The  East  Morton  National  and  the 
Riddlesden  National  School  in  February,  and  the  Steeton  C.  Infant  School  in  March.  In 
the  Skipton  Urban  District — Brougham  Street  Infants,  the  Water  Street  Infants  and  the 
St.  Stephens  Schools  in  February.  In  the  SlLSDEN  URBAN  District — The  Hothfield 
C.E.  School  in  March. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

A summary  of  these  will  be  found  in  Table  V.  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Births. — The  births  registered  during  1924  were  1,089  in  number,  as  compared  with 
1,154  last  year,  1,190  in  1923,  1,214  in  1922,  1,367  in  1921,  1,410  in  1920,  1,018  in  1919, 
879  in  1918,  957  in  1917,  1,129  in  1916,  and  1,216  in  1915.  Calculated  on  an  estimate  of 
population  given  by  the  Registrar  General,  this  is  equivalent  to  a birth-rate  of  14'6  per  1,000, 
as  against  15'4  last  year,  15'8  in  1923,  16‘1  in  1922,  18'1  in  1921,  193  in  1920,  13'9  in 
1919,  12’0  in  1918  (the  lowest  recorded),  13'0  in  1917,  14'8  in  1916,  16'6  in  1915,  16’9  in 
1914,  17  0 in  1913,  177  in  1912,  and  18’3  in  1911.  Of  the  total  births  696  took  place  in 
the  Rural  and  393  in  the  Urban  Districts,  as  against  731  and  423  last  year,  and  give 
respective  birth  rates  of  15’5  and  13  1 per  1,000.  The  birth  rate  is  highest  in  the  Settle 
Rural  (16’9)  and  Sedbergh  Rural  (16'3)  and  Silsden  Urban  (16'2),  and  lowest  in  the  Oak- 
worth  Urban  (12'0)  and  Haworth  Urban,  (12'3)  Districts. 

Deaths. — Among  the  deaths  registered  many  did  not  belong  to  the  district,  and  others 
which  occurred  elsewhere,  but  belong  to  it,  have  been  transferred  through  the  Registrar 
General,  and  allotted  to  their  respective  districts,  making  a total  of  952  belonging  to  this 
district.  The  rates  are  calculated  upon  an  estimate  of  the  civilian  population  given  by  the 
Registrar  General,  and  the  death  rate  for  the  year  1925  is  12‘7  per  1000  living,  as  compared 
with  14’5  last  year,  13’2  in  1923  and  1922,  11'7  in  1921,  12'6  in  1920,  13‘7  in  1919,  16'4  in 
1918,  131  in  1917,  13‘8  in  1916,  13'6  in  1915,  11'9  in  1914,  12’2  in  1913,  11'8  in  1912, 
12‘6  in  1911,  11'5  in  1910,  12'4  in  1909,  13  1 in  1908,  and  137  in  1907.  Of  the  total 
deaths  546  belonged  to  the  Rural,  and  406  to  the  Urban  Districts,  as  compared  with  610 
and  480  last  year,  and  give  respective  rates  of  12‘2  and  13  7 per  1000.  The  highest  rate 
occurs  in  the  Skipton  Urban  (15'3)  and  the  lowest  in  the  Sedbergh  Rural  (9‘1)  and  Silsden 
Urban  (9'6)  Districts. 
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Infant  Mortality. — Cf  the  952  deaths,  53  were  those  of  children  under  1 year  of  age. 
compared  with  87  last  year,  94  in  1923,  84  in  1922,  82  in  1921,  104  in  1920,  85  in  1919,  85 
in  1918,  70  in  1917,  82  in  1916,  105  in  1915,  84  in  1914,  110  in  1913,  80  in  1912,  and  116 
in  1911.  Of  these  30  occurred  in  the  Rural,  and  23  in  the  Urban  Districts.  This  is 
equivalent  to  an  infant  mortality  of  only  48'6  per  1000  births,  as  compared  with  75'3  last 
year,  78'9  in  1923,  69'1  in  1922,  59'9  in  1921,  73'9  in  1920,  83'4  in  1919,  967  in  1918,  731 
in  1917,  72  6 in  1916,  86’3  in  1915,  651  in  1914,  85'3  in  1913,  60  0 in  1912,  and  841  in 
1911.  The  highest  rate  this  year  is  furnished  by  the  Haworth  Urban  (87'5)  Silsden  Urban 
being  next  with  61’5  per  1000  births,  and  the  lowest  in  the  Sedbergh  Rural  (151)  and 
Oakworth  Urban  (201)  Districts. 

Among  the  children  under  5 years  of  age  there  were  84  deaths,  as  compared  with 
124,  118,  110,  114,  129,  111,  237,  96,  116,  149,  136,  160,  96,  168,  183,  196,  240,  265,  270, 
and  305  in  previous  years.  This  gives  a percentage  to  total  deaths  of  only  8’8  as  compared 
with  11'3,  11'8,  ll'O  12'9,  13  9,  111,  141,  111,  11'9,  15'0,  17‘3,  107,  17'6,  and  18‘6  in 
preceding  years.  The  highest  percentage  is  reached  in  the  Skipton  Rural  District  (ill) 
and  Silsden  Urban  (l0‘8),  and  the  lowest  in  the  Sedbergh  Rural  (27)  and  Oxenhope  Urban 
(37)  Districts. 

The  old-age  period  was  raised  in  1900  to  65  instead  of  60  as  previously.  The  number 
of  deaths  of  persons  aged  65  years  and  upwards  was  512  as  compared  with  521,  503,  494, 
387,  430,  409,  381,  388,  421,  412,  371,  365,  357,  369,  329,  398,  and  401  in  the  preceding 
years.  This  gives  a percentage  to  total  deaths  of  53  7 for  the  whole  district.  This  is 
the  highest  ever  reached,  as  compared  with  477  in  1924,  50'5  in  1923,  49‘5  in  1922, 
43'9  in  1921,  461  in  1920,  42'2  in  1919,  and  35'5  in  1918.  It  is  a significant  fact  that  in 
no  less  than  6 of  the  9 districts  the  percentage  is  over  50  this  year,  the  highest  being  for  the 
Keighley  Rural  District  (59'5),  Skipton  Rural  (57‘8),  and  Settle  Rural  (57'2).  The  lowest 
is  found  in  the  Oakworth  Urban  (40  0). 

Zymotic  Bate. — The  Zymotic  rate  is  calculated,  as  heretofore,  upon  the  deaths 
returned  from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases,  as  designated  by  the  Registrar  General, 
viz. : Smallpox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup,  Whooping 
Cough,  Fever  (including  Typhus,  Enteric,  or  Typhoid,  and  other  doubtful),  and  Diarrhoea 
(children  under  2).  The  Zymotic  rate  for  the  whole  district  is  0'2  per  1000  living,  as  com- 
pared with  0 3 last  year,  0 3,  0’2,  0 3,  0’3,  0’2,  0’5,  0 2,  0'3,  0'4,  0'3,  0'4,  0'6,  0’5,  0 7,  0 7, 
0'9,  and  l'l  in  previous  years.  It  is  very  satisfactory  to  note  that  in  five  out  of  the  nine 
districts  there  is  no  Zymotic  rate.  The  highest  is  only  0’6  per  1000  living  and  this  is  for 
Haworth  Urban  with  only  4 deaths. 

Causes  of  Death. — The  following  are  the  numbers  returned  belonging  to  the  district 
from  certain  causes: — from  Bronchitis,  71,  as  against  80  last  year;  from  Pneumonia,  55, 
the  same  as  last  year ; from  Influenza,  26,  against  67,  22,  30,  13,  18,  94,  and  179  in 
previous  years;  from  Phthisis,  32,  as  against  31,  43,  45,  33,  42,  39,  47,  53,  54,  47,  43,  44, 
57,  54,  77,  67,  73,  and  79  in  previous  years ; from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  18,  as  against 
10,  19,  18.  17,  18,  10,  20,  19,  18,  21,  17,  15,  24,  17,  23,  and  43  in  previous  years  ; from 
Cancer  and  Malignant  Disease,  109,  as  compared  with  107,  104,  91,  91,  97,  79,  90,  92,  92, 
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81,  68,  69,  75,  76,  68,  58,  and  77  in  former  years.  The  death  from  Heart  Disease  were  141 
as  compared  with  179,  156,  191,  125,  135,  153,  122,  147,  162,  169,  131,  and  122  previously. 

METEROLOGICAL  RETURNS. 

In  Tables  I.  and  IV.  will  be  found  Rainfall  Returns  from  24  stations  in  the  different 
di’ainage  areas  of  the  district.  Although  in  only  12  of  these  is  the  rainfall  above  that  of  last 
year,  it  is  in  all  but  two  instances  above  the  average  for  a number  of  years,  amounting  to 
11-20  inches  at  Trunla  Hill,  Grimwirth,  9-43  at  “Stairs,”  Oxenhope,  7-47  at  Leeming 
Reservoir,  7-36  at  Cringles,  and  7-24  at  Silsden,  for  a period  of  48-50  years. 

The  distinguishing  feature  of  the  year  has  been  the  very  wet  month  of  February,  and 
the  dry  month  of  June,  in  both  instances  almost  invariable.  In  the  case  of  June  in  two 
instances  no  rain  at  all  fell. 

The  highest  recorded  rainfall  for  the  year  is  at  Arncliffe,  65-27  ; “ Stairs,”  Oxenhope, 
being  next  with  57-19;  Akay,  Sedbergh,  with  56-77;  and  Malham  Tarn,  56-50.  The 
lowest  rainfall  is  recorded  at  Gill  Grange,  34-33  ; Addingham  Moor,  Counter  Hill,  35-59; 
and  Chelker  Reservoir,  36-97  ; the  former  in  the  Aire  and  the  two  latter  in  the  Wharfe 
Drainage  Area. 

In  6 of  the  11  daily  records,  the  number  of  days  on  which  -01  or  more  inches  fell, 
exceeded  200,  the  highest  being  at  Arncliffe,  216  ; Malhatn  Tarn,  215  and  Barden  Reservoir, 
214. 

The  greatest  rainfall  in  24  hours  was  registered  at  Arncliffe,  1-80  on  Jan.  1st ; 1-78 
at  “ Akay,”  Sedbergh,  on  Feb.  10th,  and  1-65  at  Settle,  on  May  23rd. 

The  greatest  monthly  record  was  obtained  at  “ Nan  Scar,”  Oxenhope,  8 • 94  ; Akay,” 
Sedbergh,  8-59,  and  “ Stairs,”  Oxenhope,  8-59,  all  for  February. 

Among  the  24  records  in  21  the  wettest  month  was  February,  whereas  it  is  curious 
that  it  was  invariably  the  driest  month  in  1924.  The  wettest  day  varied  considerably,  being 
Feb.  10th  in  three  instances,  Jan.  1st,  May  23rd  and  Nov.  7th,  in  two  instances  each,  Jan.
